Bowever, there is the Constitution end It does require a puhllo accounting 
of the expenditure of public funds. My original request did go to this point.

1 believe 1 also asked for records relating to the propriety of tho spending of 
EHDA funds on political writings. If you prefer research too. Be hiosolf so deeorlbod 
them. And as controversially so. 

tho Act requires youto specify any clalaed exception for any withholding. Unless you 
do tibia you deny as ay cost baaio rights under the Act. I have la Bind what I take to be 
your indication of the existence of other records not sent ae,*...aat*:lal that could be 
located which ere available in^M for release to you under the 701 Act." 

In addition Dr. Alvaros indicated a certain informality in his records storage. He 
uses his hone for work that £&J)A supports. If he has other reoorda relevant to this 
operation of his and ESDI's an the JFK assassination they are, I beliega, within sj 
request wherever they are stored. 

Aa I believe 2 have indicated I aa trouble at this kind of expenditure of EHBA 
funds. On each s question I would bo troubled whatever federal agency spent money this way. 
1 aa Barry you appear net to share ay disquiet. I aa also sorry about this attitude toward 
the spending of public coneys In general. 

There are many other factors, (hie is the long delay in the appes'-anoe of the arttdls. 
x know when the salon work was done. Xt was years age. let the aSDA supported article la 
delayed until the question is again one of widespread public concern and aore, to coincide 
with ny f ilin g suit against EHDA far other records all of which have not yet been provided. 
Of oourse coi n ci d e nc e is possible. But I have ne reason to believe it was anly coincidence. 
It just looks had, aere so whan lie content of the artAAle la considered, is political. 

^*sic in this is ay request for the oitetioc of authority for each spending cf EKDA 
funds. There has to be authority for all spending of all public funds. You have not yet 
provided any such record.
